jected to five hours of question- 
ing after the discovery of. the 
tragedy, and Captain | Lancaster 
was detnined, only to be sub- 
sequently released. 


He declared that before going 
off to sleep he and Clarke had a 
very cheerful conversation on the 
subject of their home . troubles, 
and was later awakened from his 
sleep by a noise. 


CAPT. LANCASTER'S STORY. 


Captain Lancaster declared that 
he jumped out of bed to find 
Clark lying wounded from a 
pistol shot, called Mrs, Miller, 
informed the police, and rushed 
the wounded man to hospital, 
where he died. 

The police found a note which 
said: “E can’t stand the tconomic 
pressure,” and came to the con- 
clusion at the outset that Clarke 
had committed suicide. This note

Mrs. Miller snid that she and 
Clarke had intended to marry at 
an.early date. :

So seldom do residents of the 
Colony enjoy the opportunity of 
exercising the franchise that they 
might almost be forgiven if, when 
the ocension presented itself, they 
displayed some apathy aver the 
matter. There would appear, how- 
ever, no ground for thinkinige that 
this is the spirit in which the 
fortheoming: Sanitary Board elee- 
tion being approached, Al- 
ready there is unmistakeable evi- 
dence of marked public’ interest. 
This is a healthy sign of the times. 
Indeed, the very fact that there 
are candidates willing to come 
forward and-offer their services to 
the community, and that ‘the elec: 
torate is viewing the pending con- 
test with such lively interest, 34 
sufficient to show that civie spirit 
is by no means dead in this Colony. 
The point naturally suggests it- 
self that, were ratepuyers given 
wider opportunities, there would 
be an even greater measure of in- 
terest and concern displayed. 

Hongkong is one of those few 
fortunate places in which thereare 
no party politics. The Jarier 
issues of State are no direct con- 
cern of the people. We have our 
own domestic problems, which can 
be correctly termed municipal af- 
fairs. As conditions now are, 
even in these matters the 
payers have very little influence, 
since, with the exception of te 
seats on the Sanitary Board; the 
elective principle docs not enter 
into our Constitution. Frem time 
to time, there have been numerous 
agitations, dating back — to the 
early days of the Colony's history, 
in favour of a barger share of pare 
ticipation by the public in the ad- 
ministration of internal ailairs. 
Notably, there has been the de- 
mand that at lenst some of the 
seats on the Legislative Coungil 
should be filled by the elective Brs- 
tem rather than by nomination, 
All these movements have. how: 
ever, come to niught,.-1n the 
meantime, there have sprung into 
being two or three Residents’ As- 
gocintions which have taken upon 
themselves, to the distinct benefit 
of the locatities in) which they 
have laboured, the duty of in- 
vestizating community needs and 
making representations thereon to 
the wuthorities. Of these bddioa, 
the K.R.A. alone would appear to 
have outlived the first flush of en- 
thusinam nnd to have continued on 
ita way, year In and year out, dis- 
charging functions of the utmost

dence of the existence of that 
civic. spirit. to which we have 
alluded and which only needs fur- 
ther openings to manifest itself in 
An even greater degree.

In the course of 4 striking: article 
on “The Prospects of the Sterling 
Exchange,” Mr. John Maynard 
Keynes, the eminent economist, adds 
some interesting facts to the reas 
sons which led to the British fall 
trom the sold standard last Sep- 
tember. In general the story is 
now well known, The war gave 
rise to a tremendous volume of debt 
contracted when all currencies save 
the dollar avere “oll gold.” When 
the time came around to xtnbilize 
their currencies, or to unite them 
again with sold, all the nations, 


with the exception of those in the 


British Empire, elected to cheapen 
their currences. Since debts are 
contracted jn the currencies. con- 
cerned and not int gold, the effect 
was to cut down the debts, Thus 
a French 1000-frane bond insted 
hefore the war js now worth only 
nx mich gold as wag then repre- 
sented by 200 francs. A German 
pre-war bond is worth practically 
nothing, But; by stabilising: her 
pound in 1925 al its pre-war parity 
with gold, Great Britain affirmed 
uw mountain of debt which in {Ove 
ernment bonds alone amounted to 
twelve times the pre-war figure. 
This was paying for the war with 
a vengeance, In Mr. Keynes's view 
this was the fundamental reason 
that made Great Britain xo “off 
yold” last September, Jt is a view

As 
money was withdrawn, the British, 
in order to meet it, mobilized their 
own short-term loans abrond, 
good part of which was frozen as 
hard as their immense reserves in 
foreign long-term loans and invest- 
ments, and borrowed £160,000,000 
in Paris and New York.’ But the 
effort seemed equivalent to the tusk 
of filling a Danaides jar, there 
seemed no bottom to the foreien 
money that could be withdrawn 
from London, Now we know the 
renson, Great as was the Mac- 
millan Committee's estimate of 
London's shorteterm, liabilities, it 
wag nowhere near the mark, Mr. 
Keynes estimating: that all told the 
amount must have been in the 
neighbourhood of £1,000,000,000, or 
twice the estimate! Being “olf 
old” means to most people that 
a country igs on an uncertain basis. 
Mr, Keynes, who is a critic of the 
geld standard, takes the contrary 
view; he calls ‘the action a “step 
off on te firmer. earth.” ‘Whatever 
one’s views an this subject may be, 
there seems no doubt: ax to the 
truth of Mr, Keynes's description. 
Ob-erve, to take just one example, 
the way that London has reduced 
ity short-term debt. “I surmise,” 
suys Mr. Keynes, “that between 
June, 1931, and February, 1932,” 
Great Britnin may have repaid ap-

term liabilities, This is appairent- 
ly in addition to the repayment of 
the loans from Paris and New 
York contracted to plug the pound.

The imniediate  cnuse 
this excessive re- 
valuation. In order to maintain 
the pound at presvar parity, in 
order to resume its position as a 
lender of investment funds ‘abroad, 
London had td exploit its “immense 
reserves of credit and prestige to 
build up a vast burden of short- 
term liabilities.” This means that 
money was attracted from foreign 
banks, foreign speculators and 
foreign businesses, ‘so that Britain 
could behave as if the, world was 
just the same place as ft was in 
1913. But it made the pound ster- 
lingg extremely vulnerable. While 
Great Britain's loins were tied up 
In bonds and equities, her borrow- 
‘Inga were withdrawable on or near 
demand, The position disturbed 
economisia like Mr. Keynes, and it 
was undoubtedly at his instigation 
that the Macmillan Committee, of 
which he was a member, made an 
extimate of the short-term’ Iabill- 
ties outstanding. The estimate 
reachet! the great total of £A00,- 
000,000, ‘as testimony of vulner- 
ability the significance of which 
was not lost on the banking world.

ANDREW MELLON | 


“AMBASSADOR, MILLIONAIRE, ENIGMA‘ 


By An AMERICAN 


MERICA haa sent many Am- 
bnssndora to the Court of St. 
James who wero famous in 

the arts of Inw, Iterature, or 
polities. But sho has probably 
never sent one who has achleved 
so much in so many different folds 
as hns Andrew William Melton, 
and yet one of whom his own 
puble knows so little and who 
is still so much of aw cnigma to 
those about him. 


First and foremost, the name 
Mellon immediately calls up the 
picture of wenlth; vast wenlth. 
And it is more than a matter of 
hia personal fortune, for the new 
Ambasandor is one of‘ the two 
senior partners of a great finan- 
cinl.and industrial dynasty the 
personal wealth of which is 
estimated at $500,000,000, while it 
controla a multitude of corpora 
tions the combined asscts of which 
total the gigantic sum of . 2bout 
$10,000,000,000. In short, Mr. 
Melon may be said to represent 
the American — equivalent of 
“Breakages Ltd." 


All this wealth and power: is 
based on the banking business of 
the dynasty. The Ambassador 
and the rest of the Mellon family 
own eight banks in Pittsburgh 
with total resources of more than 
half o billion dollars and total 
deposits of but a little leas than 
that sum. In addition, they own 
or control, through a holding 
company, twenty-two other banks 
in the State.of Pennaylvania with 
combined resources of more than 
$100,000,000 and total deposits of 
almost that amount. 


Upon this foundation of finance 
are based the widesprend and 
highly diversified industrial — in- 
teresta of the Mellons--interests 
which include off— aluminium, iron 
und steel, conl and coke, electrical 
equipment, — railway equipment, 
natural and artificial yas, ra{lronds, 
water and electric power, © tram- 
ways, real estate (land and build- 
ings), insurance, commercial avia- 
tion, shipbuilding, and chemicals 
—representing a total of something 
like $8,000,000,000.0f asseta, 


All this is rather impersonal 
data about the new Ambassador, 
but its Knowledge ix necessary a8 a 
background for the man, as im ex 
planation of his occupation and 
proccupation. Tt is of importance, 
too, because though “Mr. Mellon 
tame by part of this grent wealth 
through inheritance and did his 
share in necumulating the so much 
more than be inherited, he had to 
make yood as a business man, when 
little more than a boy, before he 
was given the privileges and res- 
ponsibilities of a rich man's yon, 


When Thomas Mellon, the Am- 
bassndor's futher, and founder of 
the financial dynasty, retired from 
the law and the Judical Bench. in 
1870 he was, as then thought, a 
rich man. But he was still ambi- 
tious, und that ambition took 
the form of the foundation of 
the first Mellon bank. [twas as 
it soon. proved, because his father 
beenme a banker- instead of re- 
maining in the legul profession, that 
Mr, Mellon got his start in the 
business avorld. 


One day, about two years after 
the bank was founded, two boys sat 
in the office of Thomas Mellon 
bargaining for a loan. They were 
Andrew. then but seventeen, and 


his brother Richard, who was three: 


years younger. A few miles out-

lost hope of getting their loan, But 
the banker at Inst agreed to let 
them have the money—at sixteen: 
per cent. -intercat, This was a 
blow td them, for the prevailing 
Interest rate in those times was” 
ten percent. When they protested, 
the banker and not the father re- 
plicd, “You have no security to 
offer and you are bad risks.” So 
they had to be content with those’ 
harsh terms. And thus was the 
Mellon fortune’ founded. 


For the next fifteen months they - 
worked from twelve to sixteen hours 
a day selling building sites, keeping 
hooks, collecting money due’ thom, 
and delivering. lumber and other 
building supplies. The business 
thrived until day Cooke failed and 
the country was swept by a finan- 
cial panic. Rut young Andrew 
Mellon und his brother did not 
panic with the rest of the country. 

They sold out what stocks they 
had on hand, together with a long 
lease to the lumber yard to induce 
the puxchasers to take the goods, 
and after, cleven years of slow ne- 
xotiation managed to dispose of 
their remaining land holding at a 
price sufficient No cover tho first 
cost, plus the intdnest onthe money - 
invested. WA 


That business eplsode convinced 
Thomas Mellon that his son (vag, 
worthy of being taken into the 
bank, and Andrew was soon put 
through the various departments of 
the business, ending up ag ex- 
aminer of applications for loans. 
iv father used to make him de- 
tailed explanations of why he 
recommended the making of loans, 
and young Andrew gave them with 
such assurance of being right that 
on one occaston his father express- 
ed the wish that his son might be 
proved badly wrong  juart once to 
teach him a lesson. 


‘Apparently Uhat wish was not {uil- . 
filled, and before Andrew was 
twenty-five he: way made head of 
the bank. When he was thirty his 
father retired, making over to him 
in trust his whole fortune, a for- 
tune which he and his brother 
Richard had Increased to $100,000,- 
000 by the time their father died in 
1908, So wan founded the Mellon 
millions. co 


Naturally, 2 man who has taken 
a leading part in building up, in 
managing, and (possibly most im- 
portant and dificult) in retaining 
the wealth and power which he 
commands, Ja unlikely to be one of 
whom ire told the characterful and. . 
colourful stories which build up in’ 
the popular mind life-portraits of 
so many public figures. 


He was in fact practically un- 
known to the general public until 
his appointment as Secretary of the 
United States Trensury brought 
\him into the political Hmelight. ° 
There’ is, Indeed, a legend which 
haw become accepted as fact, that . 
when Mr. Mellon was recommended - 
for that post to President Harding 
the latter asked, “But who ip Mr. 
Mellon?” — 


The new Ambassador shaa few 
! intimate friends, but those few pay 
fine tribite to the quality of his 
friendship. -He is a charming and 
thoughtful host, as London will 
certuinly discover in. the coming 
months. There are those who say 
that he has no sense of humour. 
There is some evidence, however, 
in the writer's estimation, that such 
is not, the case, but that, on the 
‘Sontrary, he has oa particularly

and impartial citizens on both sides

Recovery. By Sir Arthur Sal- 
ter. (Bell. ‘10s. 6d.) 

The present depreasion it due, 
as Slr Arthur Salter states in this 
important book, to a downward 
movement of.a business of apecial 


factors, which are efther -pecullar| 
or of much, 


to our own time, 
greater importance than ever bo- 
fore, and which account for {ts 
greater intensity." 

Speclal factors—reparations and 
War debts, the misbehaviour of 
gold, parochial tariff barritra— 
call for specialised solutions, but 
such solutions are in danger of 
cancelling out if they are not pro- 
perly subordinated to a general 
conception of policy. 
choose our path in any particular 
region we must know our main 
direction, and it is to the construc- 
tive task of mapping out the main 
direction that Sir Arthur Salter 
addresses himself in this volume. 

The main direction, in his sub- 
mission, is away from ldiaees 
faire towards deliberate planning, 
from “the self-regulating, auto- 
matic system in which supply ad- 
justed itself to demand under the 
stimulus of competitive gain, with 
the guidance of changing prices,” 
to the system “unde? which future 
needs are estimated, production Is 
directed and controlled, and dis- 
tribution is organised.” 


A New Way. 


Sach system, ander given con- 
ditions, has its peculiar merits, 
but the clue to our present troubles. 
is that we are drifting in an_ in- 
termediate stage, where we. havo 
lost the advantages of both and 
failéd to obtain the full benefits of 
either. “Without securing the ad- 
vintages of delibernte planning,” 
it is pointed out, “we have enough 
official control and private privilege 
and monopoly to impede the auto- 
matic adjustments and to restrict 
the benefits of competition to the 
consumer.” 

But, though for variou# reasons 
we cannnot return to the  unre- 
gulated competition of the lust 
century,” we need not, therefore, 
aim at a regulated world’ from 
which both individual competition 
and freedom of chterprixe ure ex- 
cluded. To‘ tuke cither course is 
to fail in the specific task of this 
age.” the author declares. “This 
task is not to find a middle way, 
but «4 new way, to fashion a system 
in. which competition and in- 
dividual enterprise on the one hand, 
and regulation and yeneral plan- 
ning on the other, will be so ad- 
justed that the abuses of each 
will be avoided and the benefits of 
each retained,” 

-Sir Arthur Salter’s approach to- 
wards the fulfilment of this task 
is marked at every turn by a. firm 
grasp of — realities, “Collective 
human wisdom,” he declares, ‘will 
not control the inexorable march 
of events in the period immedintely 
ahead. Many, perhaps most of 
the adjustments that must be made 
before recovery enn come, which 
might Carlier have been mae by 
deliberate polivy, with so much 
hss waste and cost, will now cone 
from tue pres ve oof hard ‘foes 
ane ‘te collisiat of brute ferceas.! 


Pathways of Progress. 


But, that is not to deny that 
there are certain first aid measures 
which collective human wisdom can 
yet apply. Internal reform—in 
Great Britain, for example, — in- 
dustrial reorganisation —.accom- 
panied by the active co-operation 
of the financial institutions—must 
go hand in hand with mensures of 
monetary, financial, and commercial 
policy which aim mainly at world 
consequences. Such policy would 
include a reasonable Repnration 
and War Debt settlement of the 
kind which Sir Arthur outlines; a 
restoration of gold prices to the 
1929 level to be achieved by con- 
certed action both within and be- 
tween the gold standard and paper 
currency groups; 2 curefully 
directed and controlled’ resumption 


‘| of foreign lending, together - with 


an carly decision by the world as 
to whether “it really wants inter- 
national trade, with the enrichment 
of its far-gathered wealth, . or an 
impoverishing self-sufficiency”; and 
finally, above all, political appease- 
ment, . 

But, all that {8 insufficient to 
build the foundations of a future 
prosperity lesa precarious than 
that which reached its: deceptive 
climax in 1929. We must aim at 
a new world order, and hore again 
internal reform and international 
collaboration must be simultaneous 
and complementary. It is, as Sir 
Arthur claims, no “distant or ideal 
Utopia, beyond either the vision or 
the reach of tho pedestrian” that 
he puts forward, but o connected 
eye a ballad piss repair- 
ng, and, where necessary, rebuild.

English, American, French and 
Italian diplomatic representatives 
will also affix their signatures. 

Following the signatures, the 
consuls general of these four pow- 
ers, together with the Chinese and 
Japanene | reprenentatives, will 
form a joint comminsion to certify 
the mutual withdrawal.—Reuter.

charge of the Shantung contingent, 
Mr, Bishen Singh, representing the 
Indian Company of the Hongkong 
Police Reserve, and others, Each 
of the four sections of the Regular 
Foree was represented by a detach- 
ment of twelve’men, in addition 
to 24 Sikhs drawing the hearse 
and following in the 
rear of the coffin. ! 

The corteygt. arrived at 
Monument at about 3 pm. and 
passed on into the courtyard of 
the Sikh Temple (Khalsa Diwan), 
at which point the European and 
Chinese contingents broke off, 
leaving the Indians to tittend the 
last rites, which were cafried out 
in the manner prescribed by the 
Hindu religion, before cremation.

This hangar was built about two 
yeara ago when the Club was 
training members on V.R.-I.A.B., 
as a seaplane, and the building 
was used for housing this machine, 
being within a short distance of 
the stipwny. When, later, a Jand 
‘plane policy was reverted to, the 
hangar was never used except a3 
a place in which to dump valueless 
articles, Inside were the remains

.For without any question the 
Shakespeare Memorial Theatre is 
the most completely equipped of 
any playhouse in this country, The 
two restaurants, the terrace over- 
looking the Avon, the spaciousness 
of the foyers, and the quiet dignity, 
and yet gaiety, of the decorations 
are not equalled by -any 
1 know {n England. 


Good Gallery Sents. 


There will be comfort, too, in the 
seating arrangements cven in the 
vallery, from which a clear view of

Much could be written of the in- 
terior of the theatre, but what in- 
terested me wna the stage, In an 
article some time avo I described 
the stages which slide into the 
wings when not in use and the

As goon as the centre platform

So suldom do residents of the 
Colony enjey the opportunity of 
exercising: the franchise that they 
might almost. be foriven if, when 
the occasion presented itself, they 
displayed) some apathy ever the 
matter, There would appen. how- 
ever, no grround for thinking that 
(his is the spirit in whieh the 
fortheoming: Sanitary Board elee- 
tion being approached. Al- 
ready Uhere is unmistakenble evi- 
detee of marked publie interest. 
This ta a healthy sign of the times. 
Indeed, the very fact that there 
are candidates willing to come 
forward and offer their services to 
the community, and that the clee- 
torate ix viewing the pending con- 
test with such lively interest, is 
sufficient to show that civic spirit 
ix by vo means dead in this Colony. 
The point naturally ruggests — it- 
self that, were ratepayers given 
wider opportunities, there would 

| be an even greater mensure of in- 
terest und concern displayed. 

Hongkong is one of those few 
fortunate places in which there are 
no party politics. The larger 
isxues of Stale are no direct con- 
cern of the people. We have our 
own domestic problems, which can 
be correctly termed municipal af- 
fairs, As conditions now are. 
even in these matters the = rate- 
payers have very little influence. 
since, with the exception of two 
seats on the Sanitary Board, the 
elective principle does not enter 
into our Constitution. From time 
to time, there have been numerous 
agitations, dating back to the 
early days of the Colony's history, 
in favour of a larger share of pure 
ticipation by the public in the ad- 
ministration of internal alfairs. 
Notably, there has been the de- 
mand that at least some of the 
seats on the Legislative Council 
should be Mled by the clectivg’ s¥8- 
tem rather than by nomination.

Britain—Om Gold; On Itn Feet 


The numbers of these who cone 
sider Britain to have sufered dam- 
age by abandoning the yold stand- 
urd are rapidly decreasing. Mr. 
Runciman on Saturday expressed 
the view that the outlook for ster- 
ling .it brighter to-day that 
it has for years past. 
Tn the course of a striking article 
on “The Prospects of the Sterling 
Exchange,” Mr. John Maynard 
Keynes, the eminent vconomist, adds 
some interesting facts to the rea- 
sons whieh led to the British fall 
from the sold standard fast Sep- 
tember. In general the story is 
now well known, The war xave 
rise toa tremendous volume of debt 
contracted when all currencies Save 
the dollar were “off gold.””. When 
the time came around to stabilize 
their currencies, or to unite them 
again with gold, all the nations, 
with the exception of those in the 
British Empire. elected to cheapen 
their currences. Since debta ure 
contracted in the currencies con- 
corned and not in gold. the -cifect 
was tu cut down the debts. Thus 
a French 1000-franc bond issued 
before the war is now worth only 
na much gold a4 was then repre- 
sented by 200 francs. A German 
pre-war bond is worth practically 
nothing. But, by stabilising her 
pound in 1926 at its pre-war parity 
with gold, Great Britain affirmed 
a mountain of debt which in yov- 
ernment bonds alone unmounted .to 
twelve times the pre-war figrure. 
This was paying for the war with 
avengeance. In Mr. Keynes's view 
this was the fundamental reason 
that made Great Britain go “off 
gold” last September. It in a view 
whieh many people shared before 
the events of last summer and 
which Is now rapidly becoming com- 
monplace. The immediate  cuuse 
flowed out of — this excessive rer 
valuation. {n order to maintain 
the pound at pre-war parity, in 
order to resume ‘its position us 
lender of investment funds abroad, 
London had to exploit its “immense 
reserves of credit und prestige to 
build up a vast burden of short- 
term liabilities.” This means that 
money was attracted from foreign 
banks, foreign speculators and 
foreign businesses, 80 that Britain. 
could behave as if the world ws 
just the same place ns it was in 
1913, But it.made the pound ‘ster- 
ling extremely vulnerable, — While 
Great Britain's 
in bonds and equities, her borrow- 
ings were withdrawable on or near 
demund. ‘The position disturbed 
economists Hke Mr. Keynes, and it 
waa undoubtedly at 
that the Macmillan 
which he was a member, 
estimate of the short-term Habili- 
tics" outatanding. .

either, “Without securing the ad- 
vantages of deliberate planning,” 
it is pointed out, “we have enough 
vilicial control and private privilege 
and monopoly to impede the auto- 
matic adjustments and to restrict 
the benefits of competition to the 
consumer.” 

But, though for various reasons 
we cannnot return to the  unre- 
gulated. competition of the last 
century, we need not, therefore, 
aim at ‘a, regulated world from 
which both individual competition 
and freedom of enterprise aro ex- 
cluded. “To tuke cither course is 
to fail in the specific task of this 
age,” the author declares. “This 
task is not to find a middle way, 
but a new way, to fashion a system 
in which competition und in- 
dividual enterprise on the.ong hand, 
and regulation and general plan- 
ning on the other, will be so ad- 
justed that the abuses of cach 
will be nyolded and the benefits of 
each retained.” ‘ 

Sir Arthur Salter'’s appronch to- 
wards, the fulfilment of this taak 
is marked at every turn by a firm 
grasp of: realities, “Collective 
human wisdom,” he declares, ‘will 
not control the inexorable march 
of events in the period immediately 
nhead, Many, perhaps most of 
the adjustments that must be made 
before recovery can come, which 
might earlier hnve been mtae by 
deliberate policy, with so much 
hes waste and cost, will now cone 
from tre preas tie of hard fee's 
and ‘be collisioa of brute forces.” 


Pathways of Progress, 


But, that is not -to deny that 
there are certain first aid mensures 
which collective human wisdom can 
yet -apply. Internal reform—in 
Great Britain, for example, —in- 
dustrial reorganisation accom- 
panied by the active co-operation 
of the financial institutions—must 
yo hand in hand with measures of 
monetary, financial, and commercial 
policy which aim mainly at world 
consequences... Such policy would 
Include & reasonable Reparation 
and War Debt settlement of the 
kind which Sir Arthur outlines; a 
restoration of gold prices to the 
1929 level to be achieved by con- 
certed action bolh within and be- 
tween the gold standard and paper 
currency groups; a carefully 
directed and controlled resumption 
of foreign lending, together with 
an enrly decision by the world as 
to whether “it really wants inter- 
national trade, with tho. enrichment 
of its far-gathered wealth, .or an 
impoverishing self-sufficiency” ; and 
Snally, above all, political appense- 
ent. , 


But, all that is insufficient to 
build the foundations of a futuro 
prosperity lesa precarious than 
that which reached ita deceptive 
climax in 1929. We must aim at 
a new world order, ond here again 
internal reform and international 
collaboration must be simultaneous 
and-complementary. It Is, os Sir 
Arthur claims, no “distant or ideal 
Utopia, beyond either the vision or 
the reach of the podestrian” that 
he puts forward, but a connected 
ayittem for strengthening, repair: 
ing, and, where necessnry, rebulld- 
ing: the fabref that we know,

Two compradoren In.the Wan- 
chal district were summoned be- 
fore Mr. Wynne Jones at the Cen- 
‘tral Police Court this morning for 
selling boxes of soap on which had 
been applicd marks resembling tho 
rogistered trade mark of the woll- 
known “Palmolive” fine toilet soap. 

Mr. G. 8. Hugh Jones appeared 
for Lam Chung, of 20, Des Voeux 
Rond Central,the complainant. 

Tho defendants both entered 
pleas of gullty to the summonses. 

According to Mr. Hugh Jones, 

_| very amall quantities were found 
in the defendants’ shops. It was 
understood that tho infringed ar- 
ticles was made in Canton and sold 
widely in small quantities in Hong- 
kong to shops such as those of tho 
defendants, It'was a particularly 

-Tobvious and flagrant infringement 
and in shops like those of the de- 
fendants, where their customers 
were Chinese It was inevitable 
that the purchaser would be de- 
ceived. 

Mr. Hugh Jones continued that 
the wrapper was not registered as 
the trade mark, the word “Palmo- 
live” and the Chinese characters 
alone being registered. There was 
no doubt that the seized article, 
which bore the word “Planolive,” 
inatend of “Palmolive,” together 
with the similarity of the label, 
was an infringement. 

In both eases the defendants had 
the infringed article as well’ as 
the genuine xoap, the former being 
sold at 70 cents a box and the Int- 
ter at 90 cents per box, 

Mr. Hugh Jones asked for ‘an ex- 
emplary penalty and all for costs. 
Ne pointed out that if the com- 
plainants were foreed to take ac- 
tion against all the shops selling 
the infringed article, there would 
be no end of prosecutions, 

Each defendant wns fined $256 
and ordered to pay $75 costs, his
